I, Christina SUNNERCRANTZ, hereby declare as foyows: 
1. ^ have been employed by Patrafee AB r'P^trafee"'} smce 1 9S6. My current 
position is Team Manager the Patent Annuities and Renewafs Department. 
2> My responsibnities as Team Manager in the Patent Annuities and Renewals 
Department is to ensure the mtenectuai property rights of our cfents are maintanied 
by timeSy and accurate payment of annuity fees in accordance with our orients' 
instructions and pursuant to our agreements wrlh our ciientSe 

3. Over the course of more than 30 years, F^atrafee has developed an expertise in 
docketing, paying and monitonng annuity fees on a vvoddwide basis for owners of 
patents, trademarks, designs and domain names. See Exhibrt A, attached > 
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4. An advantaga of using Patrafee's annuity payment service that a patent 
owner or law firm does not have to develop and mamtain Its own proceduras and in- 
house know-how to docket, morntor and pay annusty fees, inckiding ILS.. maintenance 
fees. Snstead, the patent owner can reasonably rely upon Patrafea's knowledge and 
procedures to ensure t^me^y payment of these fees. 

Patrafee's Annuity Pgcketing Procedures 

5. Turun Patenttitosmisto Oy f'Turun'') Is a member of the Berggren Group, a 
Fmnish inteltectuai property law firm (''Berggren"^), Both Turun and Berggren re^y upon 
Patrafee to docket, monitor and tjmeiiy pay annuity fees for the patent appNeatsons and 
issued patents of their events. Berggren has authorized Patrafee to contact ^ts clients, 
including Turun 's clients^ directly for this purpose. 

6. On information and beyef; Turun would send ail necessary information 
concerning a new annuity case, le., a newly-filed patent applicatson or newly-issued 
patent, to Patrafee by regular maii dunng 2002. The necessary mformat^on typicaHy 
includes the country of filing, the application nurnber, the appHcation fWlng date, the 
patent number, its issue date, the patent owner and its docket or reference number. 

7. An employee in Patrafee'B Patent Annuities and Renewals Department would 
then enter the necessary informatior^ for the new annuity case into Patrafee' s 
computer system, whose software wouid calculate the applicabie annuity payment 
dates for that patent application or Issued patent> The cornputer system would 
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generate a register report Hsting these annyity payment dates for the new annuity 
case. 

8. A Patrafee IP AdmSnistrator vvoufd check the register report for accuracy when 
tt was first generated. Patrafee wouJci also send two copies of the register report to 
Turun as an externai check for accuracy. Turun would confirn! the accuracy of the 
data listed In the register report by returning a signed register report to Patrafee. 
Patrafee assumes responsjbjiJty for the new annuity case once the signed register 
report is received from Turun, 

9. On information and belief; Patrafee and Turun foliowed these annuity docketing 
procedures during the course of docketing maintenance fee payment dates for U.S. 
Patent 6,353,038 ("the '038 patent'^ into the Patrafee computer system. Thus, the 
correct payment dates, the correct patent number and the ciient's correct docket 
reference (""SulamuovD for the '038 patent were ail correctly entered into Patrafee's 
computer system, 

10. Once a new annuity case rn Patrafee's computer system, tirrieiy annuity 
reminders are automaticaHy created and sent to the cHent, The annuity reminder lists 
each anr^uity fee, inckidsng any U.S. maintenance fees, which wili become due in the 
next few months for the patents and pending appNcations owned by that partrcuSar 
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cHent. Ax\ axmuks/ case rernains m Patrafee's Gornputer system until and unless the 
cNent histructs Patrafae m wrltmg to abandon the patent or pending appNcation. 
1 1 . In the absence of an agreement to the contrary, it is the client's responsibiHty 
to instruct Patrafee which annuity fees are to be paid and which are not to be pasd. 
Under this "default" system, Patrafea will not pay any fee without specif Jo instructions 
to do so, 

12. Patrafee a^so offers a more secure annurty payment system than its default 
system. Under this more secure system Patrafee pays aU annuities m the absence of 
an express instruction not to pay a specific annuity. Thus, no ciient instructions are 
necessary to ensure timely payment of aO annuities; The owner of the '038 patent, 
Vivoxjd Oy {^Vivoxid"), contracted for this more secure annurty payrr?eut system in an 
agreement with Patrafee (''the Agreement"! on IVIarch 13, 2003. Under the 
Agreement Patrafee vvouSd send its annuity reminders directly to Vivoxid, and wouid 
P^y M! annuities Ifsted on its annuity remmder automaticaBy unless Vivoxid timeSy 
instructed Patrafee in writing that one or more specific patents or pending app^icat^or^s 
listed in the annuity remkvder was to be aHowed to lapse. 

13. When a cNent instructs Patrafea to abandon a patent or pending appHcatron, 
Patrafee will mail a confirmation letter to the client stating the case is to be 
abandoned> The confirmatbn Setter identifies the case to be abandoned by its patent 
or applroation number, and typically by the cHent's reference or docket number. The 
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confirmation letter expressly states the case fs being abandoned, and that ^t Is being 
removed from Patrafee's records. 

14. F^atrafee wiil also send a copy of the confirmataon letter to the Entelleotual 
property law ilrm(s) responsibSe for fsHng, prosecuting and obtainrng the patent or 
pending appHcation. 

1 6. On information and bcfief , Mr. F^etor Hoirnqvist was employed from March 1 987 
to September 1995 as an Annurty Department Manager at Ko^ster Oy Ab, a Finnish 
krteliectuai property law firm. 

1 6. Mr, Holrr^qvist was amployad by Patrafee for almost 1 7 years. Frorr^ September 
1996 to February 1 998; Mr. Holmqvist was a Country Manager, from February 1 998 
to December 2009 he was a Key Account Manager for Patrafee's Finnish cOents, and 
from December 2009 to April, 201 1 he was a Senior External F^ric^ng Manager, 

17. Mr. Hoimqvist's responsibiHties as Key Account Manager m Patrafee's Patent 
Annuities and Renewals department included docketing, monitoring and payment of 
annuities on behalf of Patrafee's Finnssh clients. Accordingly, he was the Patrafee 
empteyee who wouid send Vivoxld its annuity remmders, and otherwise corrirnurricate 
witb VivQxid concerning payment or non-payment of annuity fees for patents and 
pending appHcatfons owned by VSvoxid at the time the '038 patent's second 
maintenance fee became due. 
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18. I have worked with Mr. Holmqvist during all the time he was employed by 
Patrafee- At the time the '038 patent's second maintenance fee became due, Mr. 
Hoirnqvist had many years of experience handSing annuity payments, and was very 
well trained in all aspects of Patrafee's annuity docketing, monitoring and payment 
procedures. He was ^e^^ab[e and performed his work with great accuracy. 

I^gm-Payment gf Mamtenance Fee 

19. The first maintenance fee for the '038 patent v^^as due September 5, 2005, 
Patrafee timely paid this tea on behalf of Vsvoxid on August T2, 2005, See Exhibit B. 

20. The second maintenance fee for the '038 patent was due September 5, 2003> 
Exhibit I Is a Patrafee reminder dated March 5, 2009 to Vivoxid which correctiy lists 
the '038 patent, its second maintenance fee due date of 5 September 2009, and 
VevoxM's patent family reference ''Sularnuovi''e Under the terms of the Agreement. 
Patrafee would pay the '038 patent's second annuity unless speGifically instructed by 
Vivoxid to permit the '038 patent to lapse, 

21 . Shortly after Exhibit 1 was maiied, Vivoxid informed Mr. Hoirnqvist that 2 
Vivoxid patent families ('Ti~geeN" and ''LonkkaprotpinnQitus") were to be abandoned. 
See Exh^b^t 2, which is an e--mai! dated March 12, 2009 from a Vivoxid employee, 
Jimmy Lucchesi to Peter Hoirnqvist. 

22. Mr, Hoirnqvist used the wrong Vivoxid reference I "Lonkkaprotpinnoitus'' instead 
of ''Sulamuovr) with the '038 patent in a subsequent e-mei! (Exhibit 3) addressed to 
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Mr. Lucchesi which acknowiedged Mr. lucchesrs instructions not to pay the annuities 
for the 'Ti-geeO" and 'Tonkkaproptpinnoitus" patent famiiies: 

September only one: US 6353038 Lonkkaprotpjnnoftus" 

23. On information aod belief, Mr. Lucchesi rnfetakenfy instructed Mr. Hofrnqvsst to 
abandon the '038 patent based on the incorrect "Lonkkaprotp^nnoitus" Vivoxid 
reference in Mr. Holmqvjst's e-maH (ExhSbit 3). Mr. Lucchesrs instruction to abandon 
the '038 patent (Exhibst 4) does not inciude the '038 patent number; instead it simply 
refers to ''that September payment'", 

24. Mr, Ho^mqvist then forwarded the Snformation to the head address, 
iM^MoMcM^^^ilL: f whfch Ms. IVIaj-Len Bussman, an IP Administrator in F^atrafee's 
Patent Annuities and Renewals Department vvas responsible that specif fc day, that the 
'038 patent was to be permitted to lapse< See Exhrbit 5. 

25. Patrafee's standard procedures for abandoning a cHent's patent were fo!lowed. 
Thus, Patrafee maflod a confirmation letter correctlY identifying the '038 patent by 
number and aSso by its "Sulamuovi'' reference to Mr. Lucchesi of Vivox^d (Exhibit 6h 
A copy of the confirmation letter (Exhibit 7) was fTiailed to Turun, and a similar letter 
(Exhibit 8} was mailed to Turun's U,S. patent counseb James C. Lydon. 

26. On information and belief , Vivoxid either did not receive or misplaced Exhibit 6. 
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27. Patrafee did not receive any response to its confirmation tetter. Accordingly, 
the '038 patent was removed from Patrafee's computer records, and permitted to 
lapse by nor^-payment of its second maintanar^ce fee, 

28, All statements made herein of my own knowledge are true and all statements 
made on hiformatlon and belief are beHeved to be true. These statements are made 
with the knowledge that wHlful false statements and the Hke so made are punishabie 
by fine or imprisonment, or both, under Section 1001 of Trtle 18 of the Unrted States 
Code, and that such willful false statements may jeopardize the validity of the '038 
patent.
